Re: The Definition of “Owners of Property Along the Street” As Used In §1134-a-7
of the Mllwaukee Code of Ordmances -

Dear Commmee Members |
By correspondence datéd May 27, 2003, you requested an opinion as to whether the

phrase “50% of the owners of property along the street™ as used in §113-4-a7 of the

Milwaukee Code of Ordinances, included property owners of abutting side streets or
whether the aforemennoned language was hmlted to those addresses ad_]acent to the
street to be renamed. .

The purpose of all statutory construction is to determine the intent of the legislature.
Town of Barton v. Division of Hearings and Appeals, 256. Wis.2d 628, 649 N.W.2d.

293 (2002). Therefore, any analysis of §113-3-4-a-7 of the Milwaukee Code of

Ordinances begins with the language of the ordinance itself. If the ordinance clearly

. and unambiguously sets forth the legislative intent, any - inquiry ends  with the
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application of the plain meaning of the ordinance. Cemetery Services, Inc. v.
Department of Regulation-and Licensing, 221 Wis.2d 817, 825 586 N.W.2d 191, 195
(Ct. App. 1998). Ik is our opinion that the express and unambiguous language
contained in this ordinance, merely requires a petition signed by 50% of the owners
holding title of property ad]acent to the street that is to be renamed, and does not
‘include side streets.

" The second issue raised in your corresponde_née is whether the Common Council may
-make an exception to the 50% requirement when a “majority” property owner refuses
- to sign the petition. In your example, there are three parcels. -The non-signing owner

~owns two of the parcels. In this instance, it appears that more than 50% of the -

“owners” have not signed the petition, even though there are only two owners. In
addition, the ordinance as currently written states that a street renaming petition cannot
be considered unless “the number of signatures exceeds 50% of the number of parcels
along the strect.” (Emphasis added) Thus, youmllneedanordmanceamendmentto
make the change you desire.

s ‘The commiftee asked Ms. Marcia Lindholm ofmystaﬁ'tomeetmththekeverend

Sedgwick Daniels, at the Holy Redeemer church and educational center. That meeting .
occurred on May 23%. Mr. Alton Townsel was also present. Reverend Daniels expressed

" their desire to keep West Mother Daniels Way between North 35% Street and North 36%

Street and rename North 35% Street for the one block along the center to North Mother .

Daniels Way. Ms. Lindholm referred to DPW's letter of May 13, 2003 that indicated that

the request did not comply with three procedures of the ordmance used to consider
reriaming a street. In particular, they refer to:

The letter concluded by stating that, if the needs and interest of the citizens of the City of

Milwaukee are best served through the proposed street name change, DPW would notbe - -

opposed. DPW's posmon remains the same.

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At this meetin; g, Ms. Linidholm indicated that the addresses along this segment of
North 35™ Street north of West Hampton Avenue are within the 4800's and that
building addresses on a newly named North Mother Daniels Way would also be
assigned within the 4800's. Reverend Daniels understood that the addresses would be
within the 4800's.

The Committee's suggestion to have the street named North Mother Daniels Way
from West Hampton Avenue north to the intersection of North 36™ Street and West
Mother Daniels Way is not supported. 4

Provided that the Common Council adopts this ordmance, the petitioner is to deposit
$200 to cover DPW's cost to change the strect signs.

- th Hadley Sh'eet to W&st Elder Virdell Wallace Way

At the commiittee meetmg, the petmoners shortened the street name request to "West

‘Elder Wallace Way". This request is now in accord with the ordinance.

Therewasalso discussion about extending the hnnts of the street name change to
West Fond du Lac Avenue. After the meeting, Ms. Biddle mdlcated to Ms. Lindholm
that the original limits would meet their needs. .

Based upon the shorter street name change request between North 27% Street and
North 29™ Street, DPW can support this street name change The petitioner is to
deposit $300 to cover the City's cost to change the street SIgns pmvxded that the
Common Councll passes tlus ordmanee

North Commerce Street to North Riverboat Road

Attached please find an area map that shows North Commerce Street between East
Pleasant Street and East North Avenue. The shaded area on the map is also known as
North Commerce Street. To eliminate the street name duplication, the shaded portlon
as shown on the map is proposed to be renamed North Riverboat Road. By renaming
the southerly segment of North Commerce Street to North Riverboat Road any
duplication of addresses in the parcel of land between the two Commerce's can be
avoided. :

The petitioner is to deposit $200 to cover the City's cost to replace the street signs,
provided that the Common Council passes this ordinance.
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. Asapoint of clarification, DPW is not responsible for verifying the signatures on the
petition. DPW does not maintain ownership records nor can it render an opinion regarding :
whether the legal requirements of the ordinance pertaining to the petition have been met. DPW
will continue to investigate proposed street name changes and comment on their compliance with
the ordinance as it pertains to DPW issues, namely to facilitate vehicular and pedestrian '

movement throughout the City in a safe and efficient manner.
